“TEXT OF STATEiiEHT ON THE iiOllTON SOBELL CASE BY 
CARLETOW BEALS , author , lecturer , authority on 
Piexico and the Carribean area, and former consultant 
to the U.S. government on Mexican affairs, Ur. 

BEALS calls SOBELL’ s conviction a ’brazen denial 
of elementary rights’ and ’so absurd it is incredible’ 
in the follov.’ing letter to i.rs. UORTON SOBELL, 
dated 8/25/56. 

•>-Thanl: you for sending me the transcript of 
the ’conspiracy* trial which resulted in your 
husband being sentenced to thirty years in prison 
and the transcript of the argur.ients on appeal. 

“I have read every word of the 1715 pages with* 
care. Onlj? a relatively few pages deal with 
testiuiony concerning SOBELL, and they contain the' 
testimony of only one v/itness, i‘JC\ ELIToi’ER. Other- 
wise no evidence whatever v;as presented against 
your husband. 

“Another brief action deals v;ith the trip of' 
SOBELL and his wire and two children to iiexico, 
in an effort to prove that he v;as fleeing from 
justice. 

“The indicti.ient itself contains not one mention 
of overt acts by SOBELL, as is required by law. 

His attorneys were forcco to enter the courtroom 
wholly unprepared, almost as spectators, without 
any knowledge of the specific char- cs or what 
evidence they might have to refute. 
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'’As a result the prosecution, by distortion, 
f alsii ication and suppression, was able to give 
his trip to i'lexico the appearance of flight. 

There is no doubt SOBELL was laboring under 
considerable fear, but even had he fled to nexico 
illegally, v^hich he did not, this under lav; does 
not constitute guilt of any crime. Thus it was 
not brought out at the trial: 

’*(1) That he went to i^exico under his ovm 
name and reported to Arr.erican authorities before' 
leaving. 

" ”(2) That he was not under indictment and 

was not charged v;ith any crime v;hen he left, only 
V7hen he returned. 

'*(3) That he had gone legally to ioexico. 

In court it v;as stated that he had no visa, vrhich 
vjas technically correct, thus implying he had 
entered licxico illegally. 

•'Actually he had a legal tourist card, all that 
is required, and went through the Aescican immigration 
offices and customs at the border in the usual legal 
manner . 

) That he v;as never deported from Lexico, 
although an American immigration official presented 
evidence, wViolly erroneous, to that effect. 

"(5) That actually he vjas kidnapped with the 
connivance of U.S. Federal agents, v’as brutally 
beater until unconscious, that he vjas taken to 
the border in violation of i.exican and U.S. Lav;s 
and treaties.

*’(5) That he vas talcen across the border 
and spirited across in the dead of night, his 
abductors being joined by prearrangement by a 
Federal marshall. That his entire family was 
similarly kidnapped and whisked across the border 
at night. 

, "(7) That this act was protested by the 
head of ^iexican Immigration. 

''(8) That investigations by the i'^exican 
Consul in Laredo confirmed these criminal acts, 

*'(9) That the Mexican Department of Immigration 
and the Department of Gobernacion both provided 
documentary evidence, not presented at the trial, 
that S03ELL had never been deported. 

•'The single Tjitness produced by the State against 
S03B.L1 , iAk SLITcHEF , was a self -conf essed*per jurer ’ 
and ’liar’. At various times he had also been 
under psychoanalytical treatment. 

"During his testimony only tvro sentences remotely 
suggest, and these arc purely hearsay, that SOBELL’ 
had any connection v;ith any alleged conspiracy. 

Also, ELITCHEix testified that one evening ha accompanied 
SOBELL on a ten lainute ride to the vicinity of the 
accused JULIUS ROSEUBEEG’s hev.’ York, apartment to 
deliver a can (contents unknown) presuraably to 
i^OSEWBEUG. Uo direct evidence, either oral or material ,v7as 
given at the trial that SOBELL even knew any atomic 
secrets, or that he gave any atomic or any other 
secrets to ROSENBERG or anybody else. His crime, as 
presented at the trial, seemed to consist of having 
been possibly a (;oinr.;unist and fellow-traveler, that 
he had been a fellov/ engineering student at Uev? York 
City College, that over a period of ten years he 
had seen ROSENBERG half a dosen times. He knev^ none 
of the others involved in the trial and no other 
witness except ELITCKEIl. His name \,as not mentioned 
by any other witness. 
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”In short, no oral, material or even remotely 
circutAstantiai evidence was ever presented in 
court to warrant his conviction or his sentencing. 

It is so absurd it is incredible. I know of no 
other instance of raiscarriage of justice, or more 
brazen denial of elementary human rights, in the 
history of jurisprudence in this or any other 
country. 

’’Frankly, and this many sound hai'sh to you given 
your personal interest in the matter, I started 
reading this transcript with the hope that I v^ould 
discover evidence beyond a reasonable doubt, that 
he was guilty, for I was anxious to preserve my 
illusions concerning the noble processes of Airterican 
justice. 

’’The above statement speaks for itself. Justice is 
long overdue, please add your name. Ask your friends 
and neighbors to do the same. Return the list 
belovj before December 15, so they may be presented 
together v/ith hundreds of others to the Pi'esidcnt.

The Petitions are to be taken to Washington 
December 15thJL958, PEARL introduced ROSE SOBELL 
as the mother of MORTOH SOBELL, ROSE SOBELL said, 
that the whole country is awaking and railing 
around the Sobell Committee in Its fight to' right 
the wrong and trumped up charges that has put her 
son MORTON in prlslon . She said the tremendous 
pressure that the committee has put on the various 
VIPs in Washington resulted in MORTON SOBELL being 
transfered from Alcatraz to Atlanta, ROSEf-SOBELL 
said that MORTON told her he had a talk with the 
Warden of Atlanta. The Warden told him he should 
tell his wife to ease off a little in her activities 
with the Sobell Committee. MORTON answered His wife 
Is of age and that he could not tell her what to do. 
The Warden then told MORTON that it is his prerogga- 
tlve to send him, MORTON, back to Alcatraz, 

"ROSE SOBELL said she spoke this past Friday nlte 
at SANDY BERLIN*s house and they collected $65,00 
and the next nlte she spoke at a sholum Allecheum 
group and collected $5^*00 informally on the side.

XI. APPENDIX 

AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTIES PNION 


The FBI hae never oondueted an Investigation of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. It is noted that the Fifth 
Report of the California Senate Paet-Plnding Committee on 
Un-American Activities (1949) notes the following: "American 
Civil Liberties Union: Cited as heavily infiltrated with 
Communists and fellow travelers and frequently following the 
Communist Party line and defending Communists, particularly 
in its Los Angeles unit. (California Committee on Un-American 
Activities Report, 1948, pages 108-12.)" - - . 

In connection with the foregoing citation the 
following is noted: In January, 1955« an official of the 
California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American / 
Activities advised that a representative of the Amerioan ' 

Civil Liberties Union contacted the Committee to discuss the 
above citation. At that time this individual advised that 
two members of the Amerioan Civil Liberties Union in Los 
Angeles had been expelled because of their pro-Communlst 
sympathies. On May 27« 1955« a representative of the California 
Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American Activities advised 
that the status of the American Civil Liberties Union, insofar 
as the Committee’s evaluation is oonoerned, has not been 
changed and that the Committee’s past characterisations of 
the American Civil Llbertlea Union remain the aame. 

In connection with the above, it la noted that the . 
34th Annual Report of the American Civil Liberties Union (for 
the year 1954} re-af firms the anti-communist and anti -Fascist
